From  very  early  Spry  _ ilitil  time  when  frost  appears  yon  may  h’ave  a contimions  blos- 
soming- of  shrnbs  to  adorn  yonr  o-romids  and  home.  Here  are  some  sng'g-estions. 

GOLDEN  BELL  (Foi  -sythia)  One  of  the  earliest  blooming  shrnbs  with  bright  yellow  flowers 
ap])earing  before  the  foliage. 

BRIDAL  WREATH  (Sp  irea  Van  Hontti)  In  bloom  during  May  and  June,  spicy  fragrance 
of  white  flowers. 

BARBERRY  THUNBERGII  (Japanese  Barberry)  Invaluable  little  shrnb  that  fits  in  with 
almost  every  planting.  Brilliant  foliage  with  scarlet  berries  add  much  to  its  antnmn 
beauty.  Excellent  for  hedging.  The  berries  brighten  the  winter  landscape. 

BUTTERFLY  BUSH  ( Bnddleia  Davidii)  Summer  Lilac.  Long  spikes  of  light  bine  flowers 
during  July  and  x\ngnst. 

SWEET  PEPPER  BUSH  (Clethra  Alnifolia)  Fragrant  white  flowers  from  June  to  Sei)tem- 
ber. 

DEUTZIA  CRENATA  Large  panicles  of  double  white  flowers.  June. 

DOGWOOD  (Sibei  -ian ) Branches  a bright  coral  red  which  are  quite  ornamental  for  Winter 
effects. 

LILAC  An  old  fashioned  favorite  blooming  from  May  to  June. 

ROSE  OF  SHARON  ( Althea)  The  Altheas  are  among  the  tall  hardy  shrnbs  and  are  used  ex- 
tensively as  hedging  plants  and  for  screening  purposes.  Colors  white,  lilac,  red  and 
pink.  September  to  October.
